The verdict reportedly stunned 
the defense which had not argued 
much law, but had demanded the 
upholding of their version of 
Southern traditions. 

Yet, it was not too surprising. 
After all, it was Uncle Alf Tay- 
Jor’s son, and Bob Taylor’s neph- 
ew, who was the judge. And as 
everyone in east Tennessee 
knows, the Taylors always have 
done their duty: Not only that, 
but in east Tennessee there runs 
-a tradition of respect for law, 
more especially federal law. The 
region remained largely loyal to 
the Union during the War Be- 
tween the States. There is almost 
a reverence for the federal courts. 


One Juror 


One of the jurors, for example, 
after having been accepted by 
the government attorneys, was 
revealed by defense questioning 
to be a strong believer in main- 
taining segregation.. Yet, this 
juror rejected the irrelevant ap- 
peals and stuck to the law. 

The verdict will almost cer- 
tainly be helpful to the South's 
campaign to have jury trials in- 
cluded in the civil rights voting 
bill, which seems likely to pass 
stripped of the ambiguously dan- 
gerous section three. Sen. Rich- 
ard B. Russell, leader of the 
Dixie strategists, therefore, hag 
hailed the Clinton verdict as vin- 
dicating the integrity of Southern 
juries., But defense attorneys 
angrily predicted that while such 
verdicts might happen in east 
Tennessee they would not occur 
in’ the Deep South.

And that feeling 
for the law, too, is a tradition 
which runs through the Cumber- 
land Mountains, so long as it 
doesn’t touch a man’s right to 
use his corn as he pleases. It is 
a tradition which is like a bright, 
sturdy thread, spun in a cabin to 
the sound of a fiddle tune. 

Judge Robert Love Taylor is 
the son of a Republican governor 
of Tennessee, and is named for a 
Democratic governor and United 
States senator his uncle, 
Robert Love Taylor.

Bob Taylor, the Democrat, was 
the laughing, fiddling, story-tell- 
ing man, a mountain troubadour. 
Uncle Alf was the quiet, serious 
man. They campaigned for the 
governorship together—riding in 
the family buggy. And Democrat 
Bob Taylor won. Years later, 
Uncle Alf, a mighty fox hunter, 
was the people’s choice. 

That first campaign, when both 
were young, was called ‘‘The War 
of the Roses.’’ Old Mother Tay- 
lor pinned a red rose on one and 
a white one on the other and 
sternly ordered them never to for- 
get they were brothers. 


Darkness caught them one 
night and they were put up at a 
mountain cabin. Bob, the prac- 
tical joker, slipped early out of 
bed and made a fire in-the kitch- 
en stove. He went to the barn 
and milked the scrawny cow. He 
had coffee made when the farm- 
er and his wife awoke at 4 a.m. 


“Be quiet, please,’’ said Bob. 
“Don’t wake my brother. He 
likes to sleep late and have his 
breakfast in bed.”’

Cost of Living Index 
Is More of the Same 


For most Americans the real news of 
the day is pretty well buried by the civil 
rights debate, the Clinton guilty verdict 
in the desegregation contempt of court 
case and the several seamen, bums and 
ex-cons who are trying to associate them- 
selves with the Sheppard murder case. 

The news is that the cost of living in- 
dex bounced up another half per cent in 
June to its 10th record high in as many 
months. 

And the ascent guaranteed still an- 
other one for next month. It meant that 
many labor contracts, geared to the cost 
of liying, automatically would increase. 
This means that employers of these per- 
sons would increase the price of their 
products to take care of the extra cost.

Air Service Will Boost 
U.S..Mexican Relations 


After more than two decades of nego- 
tiations between the two governments, 
regular airline service linking the capitals 
of the United States and Mexico now has 
been established. 

Beginning of flights between New Or- 
leans and Mexico City Tuesday of this 
week by Eastern Air Lines completed a 
direct route from New England via At- 
lanta to New Orleans and thence to the 
Mexican capital. It follows conclusion of 
@.bilateral ggreement between the two 
countries which went into effect in June.

eal permit.

~ Eastern was first authorized to op- 


erate the U.S. flag service over this route 
11 years ago but complications arose which 
delayed putting it into effect until now. 

Opening of the Eastern section of this 
country to direct air travel to Mexico City 
should do a great deal to cement rela- 
tions between the two countries. Mexico, 
a potentially wealthy nation with com- 
paratively undeveloped resources, is in the 
midst of an industrial revolution financed 
largely by private U.S. capital. Under its 
impact, the primitive agricultural society 
gradually is being transformed. 

Mexico City itself is a modern, thriv- 
ing metropolis of more than four million 
people. Its university and its culture, 
more and more influenced by U.S. stand- 
ards, are helping to lead the country to- 
ward greater stability than it has known 
in its history. Per capita incomes in- 
creased more than 25 per cent in the last 
decade. Industrial production is increas- 
ing faster than that of the United States. 

With a population of more than 


million people, Mexico is making rapid 
progress in its transition from an almost 
feudal society into the industrial age. It 
is one of the best of our good neighbors. 
Opening of direct airline service from the 
East—less than six hours flying time 
from Atlanta—should make it even more

Decatur Invests Surplus 


While State’s Lies Idle 


The City of Decatur’s mid-year report 
shows a healthy financial condition. 

Income for the first six months of the 
year has comfortably exceeded half of the 
$844,424 anticipated for the year. Ex- 
penditures so far have totaled $375,619, 
leaving current operations in the black. 

Surplus funds have been put to work. 
The report points to $11,183 collected in 
interest, 

Decatur’s handling of surplus money 
contrasts sharply with the State of 
Georgia's policy of allowing funds to lie 
idle until the time comes to spend them. 
It is a poor business practice which the 
State persists in pursuing for little rea- 
son, unless perhaps it is to reward a few 
banks whose leaders are on the “right” 
political side. They receive state deposits, 
pay no interest on them but have the use 
of the money until such time as it is de- 
manded., 

The Legislative Economy Committee, 
alang with individual experts in finance, 
have recommended that the present system 
be abolished. Short-term government 
bonds have been suggested as a safe in- 
vestment which would return the state 
a tidy sum. 

If Decatur can collect $11,183 in in- 
terest, surely the State of Georgia could 
realize a considerable amount from the 
millions it now permits the banks to use 
free of charge.

Gov. Cox Served Admirably | 


As Statesman 


and Publisher 


The death of James M. Cox is mourned by newspaper people the 
nation over. He was best known in Georgia as the publisher of The 
Atlania Journal and Constitution, but some 40 years ago he was one of 
the nation’s foremost political figures. 


He served three terms as gov- 
ernor of Ohio and in 1920 he won 
the Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation and Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was his running mate. 

Gov. Cox campaigned tirelessly 
in behalf of U.S. participation in 
the League of Nations but he was 
waging a losing fight. He was de- 
feated by Warren G. Harding and 
the United States tragically de- 
clined to participate in the League 
of Nations. 

Since he acquired ownership of 
a Georgia paper in the 1930s, Gov. 
Cox has been a much discussed 
and, indeed, much maligned indi- 
vidual, 

Particularly has this been true 
since he acquired The Atlanta Con- 
stitution after World’ War II. 

In every state political campaign 
for the past 20 years “Jim Cox”’ 
and “lying Atlanta newspapers” 
have been shouted from the stump 
by politicians. 

We have always been inclined 
to doubt whether the head of the 
Cox organization was as interested 
in running Georgia politics as he 
was made out to be. 

Needless to say, the Atlanta press 
has long been regarded as an ex- 


cellent whipping boy by politicians. 
And, as the owner of Georgia's 
largest papers, Gov. Cox was the 
prime target. 

But to the best of our knowledge, 
the elderly publisher gave the reins 
to his Georgia editors and urged 
them to use the newspapers in the 
best interests of the people of their 
state and nation.

I happened to be in Kansas City conducting a preaching mission 
when the recent tornado struck a suburb less than a mile from the 
church in which I was preaching. The next day I spent an afternoon 


walking through the rubble. 

You cannot imagine what total 
destruction méans until you have 
walked in the wake of a storm. 
Whole houses are torn into 
shreds. Cars are squashed just as 
you would take a piece of paper 
and crush it in your hand before 
throwing it into a wastepaper bas- 
ket. Trees are stripped of their 
leaves and split in two. Clothing 
and household furnishings are scat- 
tered for blocks. One woman found 
her wedding dress several blocks 
from her home. 


Add it up in terms of physical 
loss and you have stupendous fig- 
ures: 37 dead, 200 injured, proper- 
ty damage of 20 million dollars 
and millions more required for re- 
habilitation. 

Property damage is the lesser 
side of the loss. A tornado means 
human agony. A baby a few weeks 
old was torn from the arms of its 
father and has not yet been found. 
Wives lost their husbands. Parents 
searched all night for their chil- 
dren not knowing if they would 
ever see them again. Tears, heart- 
break, bereavement, pain and 
mental anguish make up the real 
cost of a tornado. 

As I slowly walked almost in a 
daze through the blocks and blocks 
of devastation, certain thoughts 
came to mind.

Squirming Senators 


WASHINGTON—The close observer of the Sen- 
ate these days comes to understand why senators 


were scattered the possessions of 
more than 400 families. Cars. 
homes, TV sets, air conditioning 
units were a complete loss. These 
represented the total life savings 
of these families. In 30 seconds 
one Monday evening in May they 
lost all. For these things most of 
these families lived. They worked 
and saved and scraped to have 
them. This was the reason for their 
living. 

This is a powerful lesson to those 
who live for nothing except cars 
and houses and conveniences. We 
know we cannot take these things 
with us when we die, but all can 
be lost before we die. Life must 
be built upon something other than 
things. 

Where was God in this storm?

Natural 
evils are a challenge to maintain 
faith in a God of goodness and 
mercy.

But you can almost see the 
beads of perspiration as senators 
known to be looking longingly to- 
ward 1960's national nominating 
conventions—and that’s a lot of 
senators—squirm under the com- 
pulsion of making a decision on 
this ‘or that provision, or this or 
that amendment, related to the Ei- 
senhower civil rights bill. 


The way of the compromiser, like 
that of the transgressor, is hard. 
Cast in that difficult role that 
could bring trouble later are the 
two party leaders—Sen. William F. 
Knowland (Cal), the Republican 
leader, who is a candidate for the 
1960: Republican presidential nomi- 
nation, and Sen. Lyndon B. John- 
son (Tex), the Democratic leader, 
who is regarded as a candidate 
for his party’s nomination. 


Beyond his own personal ambi- 
tion, Sen. Knowland carries the 
load of the broader assignment to 
get credit for his party for a civil 
rights bill adequate enough to win 
converts among Negro voters who 
hold a _ balance-of-power position 
in big urban centers in the North. 


Sen. Johnson's task is obviously 
harder. For, beyond his own per- 
sonal stake, he must keep his fel- 
low Southerners, either in their 
speeches or in amendments. they 
propose, from putting the Dixie 
brand on the party that might in- 
crease the exodus from it- by Ne- 
groes that began in last year's 
presidential election. : 


For real trouble—take some 
Democrats. 

sen. John F. Kennedy of Mas- 
sachusetts, for example. His dra- 
matic run in last August’s Demo- 
cratic convention for the vice 
presidential nomination, in which 
you will recall he was barely 
nosed out by Sen. Estes Kefauver 
of Tennessee, gave him ideas about 
the 1960 Democratic presidential 
nomination. Southern delegations 
contributed handsomely to his near 
win at Chicago last summer, 

You can imagine what sort of 
a swivet he’s in today trying to 
please both North and South. 

Another senator ambitious for 
the 1960 Democratic nomination— 
Sen. Hubert Humphrey of Minne- 
sota — seems more mellowed to- 
ward the South on the civil rights 
issue than nine years ago when, a 
veritable firebrand, he threw the 
1948 Democratic convention into 
an explosive melee, 

Many Southern delegates walked 
out and met later at Birmingham, 
Ala., and formed the Dixiecrat in- 
dependent patty that took four 
Southern states from President 
Harry S, Truman. We have seen 
Sen. Humphrey team up with Re- 
publican Leader Knowland in the 
amendment repealing an old Re- 
construction law permitting use of 
force. . 

We can imagine that Democrat 
governors, such as Govs. Robert 
B. Meyner of New Jersey, George 
M. Leader of Pennsylvania, G. 
Mennen Williams of Michigan, and 
Averell Harriman of New York, 
are much happier sitting in the 
wings going about their business 
and not having to vote day after

IT’S TIME TO GIVE A HOOT ABOUT OWLS—AND HAWKS 


By CHARLES ELLIOTT 
Here is an encouraging note for some of the 


more discerning outdoorsmen, 
bird students everywhere: 
the Florida Game and Fresh 
Water Fish Commission 
passed a regulation placing all 
hawks and owls in the Sun- 
shine state on the protected 
list, making it just as illegal 
to kill one of the predators as 
to blast a dove or dick out of 
season, or knock over a fla- 
mingo or mocking bird. 

More states could follow 
Florida’s example. Both hawks 
and owls are much more 
beneficial than harmful to the

hawks, do prey on small birds, game birds and 
even chickens when they can catch one far 
enough off base. But for every quail and 
the farmer gives up, the hawks save him hun- 
dreds of dollars in grain, eggs, vegetables and 
even the lumber in his barn, that a saber-toothed 
Tat can chew into splinters. 


rodents are abroad and provide the bulk of an 
owl's diet. About the only enemy a skunk has, 
is the great horned owl. He seems to prefer 
this choice (to him) delicacy. Every horned 
owl's nest I’ve seen is fragrant with the odor 
of perfumed pussycat. Since the skunk’s taste 
buds are set for quail eggs, young quail and 
even grown bobs and hens when he can catch 
them, the great horned owl is the best ally a 
quail hunter has in the woods. 

Some of our south Georgia plantations, where 
quail and wild turkeys, are the chief crops, de- 
pend on hawks and owls to help them keep 
their game populations high. They have found 
out from long+and-in many cases, sad—experi- 
ence, that without these predatory birds around, 
the quail populations rapidly go downhill. 

One such plantation I know set out to destroy

Visiting a tobacco warehouse in Georgia at this 
time of year, it’s hard not to be mystified and im- 
pressed by the confusing ritual of w inks, chants, nods 
and thumb-twitching that is a part of the flue-cured 
bright leaf sale. 

But by the time the uninterrupted singsong delivery of the 
auctioneer comes to a halt in mid-August, Georgia farmers will 
have sold close to 100 million pounds of this delicate plant. 


And Georgia’s economy will be the richer 
by some 50 million dollars—perhaps more. 


Industry buyers will repeat this ritual in 
some 800 other warehouses in 20 other states 
until they have multiplied this investment by 
close to 20 times. 

And America’s tobacco industry will have 
bet another billion dollars against the possibility 
that someone may establish an irrefutable cause- 
effect relationship between smoking and cancer 
within the next two to four years. 

That's how long this year’s crop will be 
aged before it moves down the cigaret assem-

The tobacco industry at this time can be likened to the steely- 
eyed poker pro with most of his chips anted in a game of five- 
card draw. 

The timid have already dropped out, and the equally in- 
scrutable remaining adversary drew but a single card. 

The pro, playing for keeps, stood pat. 


His opponent thinks he’s bluffing and tries to call his hand, 
but each time the pro calmly meets and raises the bet, all the time 
pondering the mathematical chances of that single card filling 
out a royal flush, 

Who’s bluffing? Some kibitzers point to the pro, while his 
friends glower accusingly at the other side of the table. 

But the stakes are astronomical, and the game goes on.
